Lubbock County la centrally located 
on the South Plain» of Texas. 
The 
• city of Lubbock is situated In the koo- 
graphlcal center of Lubbock County 
. on the main line of the Santa 1"** 
Railroad running from Texaco to T em ­ 
ple. 
There are also three branch lines 
radiating from Lubbock, which afford 
five outlets. 
Lubbock has a popula­ 
tion of 4500 and the recent census 
figures show a gain of over 100 p**> 
' cent within the past ten years.
